After the canket had been pi iced in tbe 
hearse — a pluuielast vehicle, drawn by two 
black horses, the chief fM iMN came. In 
the first vehicle was young Cnester A. Ar 
tbur and his sister, Miss Nellie.

Throughout the entire routs people massed 
lu countless numbers.

When the hearse arrived at the de|s.t the 
oas-ket was reipoved, the guard being drawn 
up at present anus, while the remains were 
being transferred to tbe funeral car "W.mhI 
lawn." The funeral train consisted of the 
funeral car, Mr. Vanderbilt's palace car, tin- 
drawing room car Aroostook aud one other 
oar, making four oars in the train. Toe 
train was not draped. The mourneia end 
pallbearers at onoe took their teats while the 
president aud the committees of emigres-, to 
gather with such of the pallbeanrs as could 
not go to Albany, drew up in line on the 
platform and awaited tbe departure of I lie 
train. 

At 10:10 the train began to move tlowiy 
out. In a moment every head waa uncovered 
and in a few minutes tbe train bearing the 
body of the ex -president was ou it* way to 
Albany. 

After it* departure the president aud other 
distinguished people entered their carriages 
and were driven off. 

The exact Hum being not generally known 
wheu the remains of e .-President Arthur 
would reach Albany, there waa a compara- 
tively small crowd et tbe de|>ot wbeu the 
traiu arrived at IsM p. m. The remains 
were at ones taken to the Rural cemetery, 
followed by the members of the common 
council, the Grant club and others. 

Arriving at the grave, the Right Rev. 
William Cross wsil Doane, bishop o. Allium, 
in the full robe* of his office, stepped to the 
evergreen-lined grave, aud, taking some earl b 
from that thrown up from the opening, 
dropped three handsful on the oaken board .if 
tbe outer box aud recited the beautiful 
service of the Episcopal church.

The new cabinet minister Balfour, nephew 
of Salisbury, will not add much strength to 
the ministry. He has already brought about 
a state of tbiugs in the Sc. ttisb Highlands 
which resembles in almost every particular 
the land war In Ireland. The condition of 
the island of Skye had grown so bad from 
the landlord point of view that eveu Scotch 
members of parliament, who are not Crofter 
representative*, have threatened that if they 
don't get justice for tbe people wbeu parlia- 
ment meet* they will openly obstruct from 
tha very beginning of the session.

CllARl.i-.tsf.iV, S. C , Nov. ii.- Fire broke 
out alsmt half -past II o'clock this morning in 
the cotton stowed til the forward compart 
raent of the British steamship "Horse- 
guards," whose port of registry is lA)ith, 
Scotland. Ihe slop wu* lying at North Com 
mercial wharf, taking in a cotton cargo 
bound for Bremen, luid lit the time tbe alarm 
was sounded, she hod on board about t\B9Q 
bale*. The Are department responded 
promptly, and iu a short time Ave steam tire 
engines w ere rangisd on the dock alongside 
the ship, each one throwing two ttieanit of 
water into the forward hold. 

In addition to this the steam tugs Monarch. 
JacoD Branders and Cambria also came t© 
th* assistance of the distressed vessel and 
with their powerful steam pumps poured five 
additional streams into the burning ship. It 
appeared to be impossible to extingui»h the 
Are, and volumee of tmoke continued to rite 
from the upeningt in th* hatchway aud 
through the decks. The tire is still burning, 
and it likely to continue until tbe entire for- 
ward compartment it filled with water. 

The shallowness of the water in the dock 
renders it impossible to entirely submerge the 
vessel where sbe lies, and the is gradually 
listing over on the port. Tbe entire cargo 
will be badly injured, or a considerable por- 
tion of it totally destroyed.

N. Y , the same mail who was arrested at 
the Alliauy tn-centeunial for an alleged at- 
tempt upon the president's life. 

He told the reporter that he must see the 
president to tell him that he had no inteutiou 
dm.
